Light Hearted On Hearing 
Cockrill Was Dying. 


So Testifies Witness In the 
Trial At Lexington. 


Anolher Tells of Threats By 
Jackson Leader. 


KICKED OFF OF TRAIN BY HIM. 


Lexington. Ky., May 14.—[Special.]— 
The prosecution to-day added several 
stout strands to the net of evidence 
by which 4t seeks to show complicity of 
Judge James Hargis in the murder of 
Jim Cockrill. Levi Cope, a new wit¬ 
ness, testified that he saw’ John Smith 
at the second-story window* of the 
courthouse and was certain he recog¬ 
nized him, although Smith dodged back 
out of sight when he saw Cope was 
looking at him. The significance of this 
testimony is In the fact that the whole 
hope of the defense lies In Its effort 
to disprove Smith's confession and 
show that he had nothing to do with 
the murder and was not at the court¬ 
house at all. 

Jackson Creetch stated that he met 
Judge Hargis soon after Cockrill was 
killed and In answer to Hargis’ ques¬ 
tion if Cockrill was dead answered. 
‘No. but he soon will be." Witness 
said Hargis remarked that Callahan 
and he were upstairs at the store when 
the shooting occurred, and then turn¬ 
ing aside, walked away singing. 

M. J. Peters had just stepped in the 
courthouse door when Cockrill was 
shot, and turning around saw Judge 
Hargis and Ed Callahan standing In 
the second-story window of the Har¬ 
gis store, eaoh with a gun in his hand 
He testified he saw Curt Jett, soon aft¬ 
er, walk through the corridor to the 
door of the qourthou.se and had started 
across to the Hargis store, when Judge 
Hargis shouted to him; "Go back; you 
will get shot." 

Oscar Hagan said he saw Curt Jett 
and Bill Britton come out the court¬ 
house door when a voice from the 
Hargis store called, "Go back there.” 
Britton paused when he heard the 
voice, but then went on across to the 
Hargis store. 

• • • 

Graphic Story of Killing. 

David B.' Little testified that he had 
talked to Cockrill at the post-office a 
short time before the shooting and that 
while they were talking Britton came 
across from the post-office to the 
Hargis store, to which tie sopn returned. 
Britton kept his eye on Cockrill as he 
passed him. 

He saw Elbert Hargis walk up the 
street about the same time and he ap¬ 
parently was watching Cockrill. After 
Cockrill was wounded the witness ran 
to him and Cockrill said to him he was 
mortally wounded, but he did not know 
who did it. The hole in Cockrlll’s side 
was as large os a quarter of a dollar. 

Elbert Hargis came up close to where 
Cockrill was lying and stood looking at 
the wounded man. Little said that soon 
after the trial of Curt Jett at Cynthi- 
ana, where he hod been the witness for 
the prosecution, he encountered Judge 
Hargis and Doug Hays on a train, 
they sitting near him in the same car. 
They had evidently been hunting and 
Hargis had a shotgun in his hand. Lit¬ 
tle said he asked Hays what luck he 
had had, ( and Hargis responded to the 
question by cursing him (Little) In the 
most violent terms, and, referring to 
him, said: "If he don’t stop prosecut¬ 
ing my men and swearing to lies I am 
going to shoot his head off." When the 
train stopped and Little had started to 

get off Hargis kicked him off the steps.

Car¬ 
rington told of directions he received 
from Scrugham to have defective bal¬ 
lots made presentable by affixing 
names of witnesses to the policyhold¬ 
ers’ signatures, filling In dates, etc. He 
also said that some ballots Intended 
for the New York Life administration 
ticket w*hJch got into the hands of 
the Policyholders’ Committee by mis¬ 
take never reached the New York Life 
offices. They were sent to Scrugham. 
Carrington said, after the latter said 
he "had some chloroform for them." 

Carrington was followed by several 
other witnesses, former employes of 
the Policyholders* Committee. One of 
these witnesses, Catherine E. Mont¬ 
gomery. said she was one of four wom¬ 
en, who, acting under orders given di¬ 
rectly to her by Scrugham, altered the 
defective ballots as described by Car¬ 
rington. She declared that Scrugham 
told her a few* days before the close of 
the polls, when there was not suffi¬ 
cient time left tt) send the ballots back 
to policyholders for necessary correc¬ 
tions, to make corrections herself. She 
asked specifically if she should insert 
the name of a witness where it had 
been omitted, and was told to do so. 
She always used a fictitious name and 
Identified several ballots as having 
been supplied with the name of a wit¬ 
ness by her. 

Mist Montgomery said the other 
women treated ballots In the same 
way. She said the altered ballots were 
put In a box with correctly prepared 
ones, and all were sealed up together. 

Robert J. Smack, who had been em¬ 
ployed as a man of all w*ork In the 
Policyholders’ Committee offices, also 
told of the alteration of ballots. He 
had written In several names himself, 
he said. Smack said some of the alter¬ 
ations were made after letters of au¬ 
thority had been received from the 
policyholders, whose names appeared 
on the ballot.

SITUATION IN OHIO 

EMBARRASSES TAFT BOOM. 


President’s Antagonism To Foraker 
Complicates Matters Po¬ 
litically. 


Washington. May 14.—[Special.]—In a 
national sense the situation In Ohio 
does not look well for Secretary Taft. 
Politicians say it la not the Secretary’s 
doing, for they agree that he w*ould 
much prefer fighting for the presidency 
Independently of Foraker’s political life. 
The blame for the Secretary’s predica¬ 
ment is cast entirely upon the Presi¬ 
dent. 

The President has determined that 
Foraker must be driven from public 
life. Through no fault of his own, save 
by acquiescence in President Roose¬ 
velt’s crusade of extermination against 
Foraker. Secretary Taft is put in a 
dubious position in every State. As 
tho situation stands now, tt is bitter, 
deadly and determined factional strife 
In Ohio. 

National politicians are well aware 
of what this mean?.

can carry hls ow*n State If the existing 


great commotion among the Lat In- 
American diplomatic represen tattves 
here. To-day Senor Salvo, the Costa 
Rican Minister; Dr. Mejia, the Salva¬ 
dorean Minister, and Senor Toledo Her- 
rart. the Guatemalan Minister, called In 
a body at the State Department to dis¬ 
cuss the subject with the officials. They 
had no news or Instructions from their 
own Governments as to the attitude 
they should assume, but they w*ere 
especially desirous of learning what 
advices the State Department had on 
the subject. There was nothing of an 
official character to enlighten them and 
it did not develop that the American 
Government had so far had any ex¬ 
changes with the Government of Mex¬ 
ico beyond those involved in the com¬ 
mon effort to bring about a termina¬ 
tion of the hostilities that had existed 
between Honduras and Salvadore and 
Nicaragua. 

An incident to the conclusion of the 
treaty of Amapala was the agreement 
between the three Centra! American 
States named that a conference should 
be held later on in Nicaragua to insure 
the continuance of peace In Central 
American. Details of the agreement 
have not yet reached the State Depart¬ 
ment. but It is surmised that there is 
no obstacle to the adhesion of Guate¬ 
mala and Costa Rica to the formal 
agreement which may be reached by 
the projected conference. Thus In ef¬ 
fect would this form what w*ould 
amount to a confederacy of the Central 
American States, though each of the 
elements might preserve its individual- 
ity and its own Government. 

It is said that an American protector¬ 
ate over such a loose federation, singly 
or in combination with Mexico, Is en¬ 
tirely out of the question, the executive 
branch of the Government being with¬ 
out authority to enter upon such an ar¬ 
rangement even if it so desired, but 
there does not seem to be any reason 
to suppose the State Department is in¬ 
clined to change its policy in the mat¬ 
ter of constantly endeavoring by moral 
suasion to conserve the peace in Cen¬ 
tral America. 


Great impetus was given the move¬

Two-minute speeches then were mode 
on how to create sentiment In favor of 
moral government. The Rev. E. L. Pow¬ 
ell, pastor of the First Christian church, 
of Louisville, expressed his belief in the 
need of organizing the proper kind of 
moral sentiment for the combating of the 
various evils and thought that this could 
be brought about by educating the pub¬ 
lic through the publication or literature, 
lectures and the like. 

“Tho Economic Aspect of the Liquor 
Question” was presented by M. J. ban¬ 
ning. the well-known temperance lec¬ 
turer. of Pittsburg. His address was of a 
statistical nature, and he ftubmltted an 
array of figures to show the dally, week¬ 
ly and yeuriy consumption of liquor In the 
United States, its cost, and what tho 
money thus expended might purchase If 
it were applied to the necessities of life.

Capt. C. C. Calhoun, of Lexing¬ 
ton, who appeared for the claimants, 
argued against it. and the court to¬ 
day made a ruling favorable to his 
contention that the court ha* Juris¬ 
diction on cases where there Is a record 
In the War Department. 

It has been proved that the 8tate had 
already drafted Its quota and that the 
*64 draft was therefore illegal. The 
cases are expected to be taken up by 
the court at an early date and certified 
to Congress for payment.

Britton Watched Ccckrill. 

David E. Little, a lumber dealer, of 
Jackson, said that he hud talked with 
Coekrill a few minutes before the 
shooting in front of tin* post-office. 
While they were talking Britton came 
over from Hargis* store to the pust- 
office and then go buck to the Hargis 
store, from which he soon went over 
to the courthouse. As Britton passed 
he kept his eyo on Oockrlll. Witness 
also saw Elbert Hargis walk up the 
street while he and Elbert Hargis were 
talking, and Hargis seemed to be 
watching CWkrill closely. He left 
Coekrill to go into the post-office. and 
Oockrlll siUd he was going up to see 
Capt. John Patrick.

Entomologist Killed. 

Newport. Ky., May 14.— James Schu¬ 
bert, a prominent entomologist of Or¬ 
chard street, was killed by a C. and O. 
train to-day near the Tenth-street 
bridge. He stepped from one track to 
allow’ a train to pass ;tnd was struck 
by a train on the opposite track. Schu¬ 
bert had been in the country in search 
of insects. 


Sebastian Williams testified he now 
lives In Indian Territory, but lived In 
BrealhlPt until January. 1906. He went 
to Jackson with his brother the day 
of the Coekrill shooting.

He had a gun in his 
hand. Witness heard Hargis say to 
Jett, "Go back or you will get shot." 
Witness and hiis brother came out the 
side door, reuw Elbert Hargis and Curt 
Jett cross over to the Sewell barn anl 
then return.

Curt Smith Testifies. 

Curt Smith, a brother of John 
Smith, testified that he saw* John Smith 
and John Abner the night after Cock- 
rill was killed. They came to the wit¬ 
ness' house after 9 o’clock and stayed 
there all night. John Smith left the 
next morning anil Abner the next 
night On the Saturday night before 
Cockrill wuia killed John Smith nnd 
John Abner came to witness’ house and 
after staving a while left on horseback, 
saying they were going to Jackson. 
Govun Smith and his wife were spend¬ 
ing the night at the witness’ house. 
Witness did not know that Abner was 
with John Smith until he went out tt> 
the fence where Abner w*as sitting on 
his horse. John Smith said they were 
going over to Jackson to "fix" Jim 
Coekrill. Witness said he thought they 
were simply Joking and he "Jess 
laughed." Abner also said they were 
going to Jackson. 

• • • 

Saw Jett and Spicer. 

A. 8. Johnson testified that ho was 
near the courthouse when Coekrill was 
shot and heard seven or eight reports. 
He saw* Curt Jett nnd Jesse Spicer in 
the doorway of the courthouse. Bill 
Britton came out of Hargis Brothers’ 
store a short time before the shooting 
and went to the post-office, returning 
soon after to Hargis’ store. On cro?s- 
examlnntion he so id that he watched 
Britton carefully because ho had beard 


that John Smith and John Abner had 
come to tow’n a couple of days before 
and he expected trouble. He said he 
was an uncle of Dr. Cox, who was 
killed in Juckson. He denied tiring his 
pistol In front of Judge Hargis' home 
and stated that he never attempted to 
break up Judge Carnes’ court when it 
was held in Jackson. He also denied 
threatening Judge Carnes In any w*ay 
or saying he would “slap his face." 

Ho said Inetead of a pistol he had a 
lM>ttle of whisky and was under the 
influence of liquor. He denied going 
to the hotel where Judge Curuea was 
stopping and creating a scene, but did 
not know why he had a pistol. lie de¬ 
clared that It was the Court of Ap¬ 
peals and not he that broke up the 
special session of Judge Carnes’ court. 

Henry C. Hurst was next called, lie 
was a.sslstam postmaster at Jackson at 
the time Coekrill was killed and is a 
brother of Mrs. Abreliu Marcum* wife 
of Jame*. B. Marcum, who was killed 
in Breathitt. He w*os in the post-office 
at the time of the shooting and heard 
six or seven shots and went to the 
door. He saw Jett with a pistol In his 
hand standing In the door of the court- 
house. 

Cash Williams testified that he was 
In Judge Fleenor's office when the 
shooting occurred, and Bill Britton, 
Judge Fleenor and his brother, Sebas¬ 
tian, were there also. He saw Curt 
Jett standing in the courthouse door 
with a pistol in his hand.

Cockrill’s Brother On Stand. 

McKinley Cockrill, brother of the 
murdered man, was next called. He 
sold he was living In Jamestown, X. 

D.. but was I King In Jackson at the 
time his brother was killed and was 
present when Jim tried to arrest Judge 
Hargis. He said Jim went for Hargis 
twice, and on the second trip both 
Callahan and Hargis put their hands In 
their hip pockets, but Tom and Jim 
Cockrill drew their gums and covered 
them. Than Hargis and Ed Callahan! 
went into the lTi rgis store. He was 
not crow-examii *!. Tom Perry was' 
called, but his testimony was principal¬ 
ly u corroboration of the other rit- 
neespes* stories. 

Jackstm (’reetch testified he heard 
six to eight shots fired. He saw Judge 
Hargis shortly after the shooting and 
the Judge asked him If Co-krill was! 
dead. He answered ’’Not yet, hut he 
soon will be.” He said the Judge told 
him that he nnd Ed Callahan were 
upstairs when the shooting commenced 
and then Hargis turned away and be¬ 
gan singing. 

Kelly Kash stated h« was an attorney 
in Jackson and saw the Cockrill buys 
® n .y* r Cmltahan and Judge Hargis 
with their pistols when they tried to ™ 
arrest Hargis, but did not hear any 
oon versa tio n. 

Ansc White, who followed nn the 
stand, Is a typical mountaineer, tall and 
rawboned. lie said he lived in Breat¬ 
hitt county for twenty-five years and 
was a farmer. He was In Jackson at 
tho time Tom Cixikrill was trying to cet i 
bail forking Ben Hargl*. Ho /l/he 
went to Jackson at the time because his 
brother. Tom. was on trial for murder. 
White sold he went to the courthouse 
and Judge Hargis asked him If he had p 
a pistol. He said he did not and Judge 
Hargis took him over to the store and 
gave him a Colt’s 45. He asked for a 
holster, but the Judge said he did not 
have any.

Says He Was Told To Kill. 

White asked what he should do with B 
the pistol and Hargis told him to sit 
with Curt Jett and others In the court 
room and If any trouble was started to 
kill James Marcum, Tom Cockrill. Dr. 

Oox. Lawyer Vaughn, Judge Cardwtli 1 
and a few others. He said be had no 
Intention of doing so. however. E. P. 
Farrell, for the defense, cross-examined 
White and he said he came to Jackson 
to see if Judge Hargis could help his 
brother. He was asked If he did not 
come as a witness In a case and go to 
a lawyer's office. He denied this. Aft¬ 
er having his memory refreshed, he 
said there was a case he was summoned 
In. but did not remember w*hether he 
testified or not. He sold the pistol 
Judge Hargis gave him was so big it 
stuck up beside his ears when he put it 
In his Inside pocket and declared that 
all the time he ate his meals at the 
boarding-house the pistol was sticking 
up under his Jaw. He denied telling 
Fed White that he swore falsely and 
that Sam Jett got him drunk. He saJd 

had no conversation with Fed White. 

He admitted going over to Covington 
in company with Beverly Jouett, but 
denied having told his brother. Tom. : 
that he had sworn falsely at the farmer 
trial. This completed his testimony I 
and court adjourned till 9 o’clock to- I 
morrow* morning.

There is no controversy that the 
power to regulate interstate commerce 
Is vested in Congress. The Constitu¬ 
tion confers it in so many words. What 
constitutes interstate commerce Is a 
question of construction, which any 
court may decide when presented, but 
which must be authoritatively de¬ 
termined by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Judicial interpretation 
hits gone far in determining what Is 


the Louisiana Purchase and Its appro¬ 
priation of the occasion by St. Louis, 
greatly to Its profit in every way. With 
It was started by the Missouri city the 
campaign for an increase of population 
to a million, which has afnc© been Its 
battle cry, with fair promise of suc¬ 
cess in the not far distant future.

ness demand. Tfie clause in the Federal 
Constitution has received a very liberal 
Interpretation, but there Is a continual 
demand for more power for the Federal 
Government, with a corresponding re¬ 
striction of the power of the States. 

On Monday the Supreme Court of the 
United States reversed a decision of the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals with refer¬ 
ence to the sale of liquor from another 
State in a prohibition county in Ken¬ 
tucky. It was. of course, not the in¬ 
tention of the Kentucky court to claim 
that this State could regulate interstate 
commerce. The exclusive jurisdiction 
of Congress in such matters Is neces¬ 
sarily conceded. It seemed to our Court 
of Appeals, however, that the transac¬ 
tion in question was not interstate com¬ 
merce, but a simple violation of the 
local law prohibiting the sale of liquor 
in Laurel county. This was based upon 
the idea that the liquor was sent from 
Cincinnati without any order from the 
person to whom it was consigned; that 
tho latter was simply notified that the 
package was there for him; that he 
asked tho express company to hold It 
for him until tho following Saturday 
when ho would come and pay for It; 
that the company thereupon ceased to 
hold the liquor as a carrier and became 
a moro warehouseman, and that the 
ealo was actually made In Laurel 
county, contrary to law, and not as an 
act of interstate commerce. 

The Supreme Caurt decides on the 
authority of a former case, tihat the 
agreement to hold the package till the 
following Saturday did not deprive the 
transaction of the character of inter¬ 
state commerce. But it does not decide 
that, If the idea that the express com¬ 
pany made the sale in Laurel county 
was correct, it would not have been 
subject to the local law. On the con¬ 
trary the court shows that the Indict¬ 
ment was Inconsistent with this view 
because it averred that the express 
company was engaged in the business 
of a common carrier, and that the ship¬ 
ment and delivery were done in the 
usual course of business. The com¬ 
pany was therefore under no obligation 
to offer testimony to show what tho 
Commonwealth by its pleading admit¬ 
ted to be the fact. It la apparent, 
therefore, that this decision turns upon 
tho state of pleadings In this par¬ 
ticular case, and Is not at all con¬ 
clusive as to ca«e 3 in which tho plead¬ 
ings are different,

We have already qualified Initiative 
and Referendum in our process of Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment. Local Option 
likewise is a species of Referendum. We 
do not agree with our friend of Omaha ; 
that "majorities are conservative." 
They are often very radical and very 
wrong. The majority of to-day may 
be the minority of to-morrow. It was 
to escape tho Democracies of Greece 
and the Mobs of Rome that the authors 
of our Constitution framed our system 
of checks and balances. 

The new scheme of Initiative and 
Referendum reads strange and looks 
foreign. It wears too much the air of 
a plan to change existing orders, and 
therefore appears as a radical innova¬ 
tion at a Lime when the people are ex¬ 
tremely Gred of sensations and would 
fain return to the safe moorings of the 
written law—at least until we can de¬ 
termine just where we are at~and 
| therefore, “back to the Constitution" 
should have for De-fhocrats, and think¬ 
ing Republicans without whose votes 
we cannot carry tho country, a music 
all Us own. 


mo&t appropriately meet and celebrate 
an event destined to be fraught with so 
much advantage to all their interests. 
Tho national importance of the occa¬ 
sion will also appeal to the citizens of 
all the States in uniting in the appro¬ 
priate commemoration of the event. 

By all means let New Orleans take

In fact is already, 
shown to occupy Is but confirmation 
of the position taken by President Jef¬ 
ferson more than a century ago, when 
he Instructed Mr. Lfvingston, our Min¬ 
ister to France, to purchase Us site 
and a small portion of neighboring ter¬ 
ritory, as necessary for our commercial 
interests. Time soon confirmed the wis¬ 
dom of our sagacious President, and 
New Orleans is about to reap the full 
benefit of his wisdom, which has been 
delayed by the better portions of some 
of our Eastern ports from theLr rela¬ 
tions to European commerce. With 
'‘the completion of the interooeanic canal 
at Panama, New Orleans will be able 
to cope with the -best of them. But it 
will be through the development of the 
wealth of tho great Middle West, the 
products cf which will find ready access 
to the markets of the world free from 
the burdensome tax of excessive rail¬ 
road rates. By all means let New Or¬ 
leans lead In the great work. 


The Passing of Father Ubach. 

“With great pomp and sincere grief," 
runs a dispatch from San Francisco, 
"there has Just been laid to re.?t in 
San Diego the body of one of the most 
remarkable characters in contempo¬ 
raneous history—the Rev. Father A. D. 
Ubach, whose life work of forty years’ 
devotion to the Catholic Church of 
Southern California has ended at last,” 
He Is declared to have been the proto¬ 
type of the venerable priest who figured 
In Helen Hunt Jackson’s novel, “Ra¬ 
mona," and to have played a promi¬ 
nent part In the traglo Incidents 
which are described in that book. If 
so, it may well be believed that his fu¬ 
neral was marked by pomp and grief. 
A man of the nobility of heart and lofty 
spirit of the priest of the book, and 
whose life was a factor In a story of 
such beauty must needs be loved and 
hdhored by his neighbors. Moreover. If 
it be true that Mrs. Jackson obtained 
from him the material used In her 
novel, and that he. therefore, was the 
cau^e of the writing of the work, tha 
reading world owes homage to his 
memory. American life and letters have 
produced few novels that surpass "Ra¬ 
mona" in romantic beauity and ele¬ 
ments that roach the heart. Its admir¬ 
able character-drawing, its pictures 
of Ufe In Southern California, Its pow¬ 
erful treatment of the "Gringo" laws, 
under which tho Indians were nubject© l 
to harsh persecution, tho "atmosphere" 


Not Caviare To the General. 

"Some quantity of barren spectators" 
deride persona whom they see reading 
the works of William Shakespeare or 
going to see the presentation of his 
plays, and the quantity of the barren 
spectators is so great that tho Impres¬ 
sion that Shakespeare is "caviare to 
the general" might prevail if tho statis¬ 
tician did not come to tho defetiso of 
the bard with proofs of his popularity. 
Next to tho Blblo Shakespearo has the 
widest sale to-day, and publishers aro 
continually bringing out now’ editions. 
Where do they go If "the people" do not 
read thorn? 


What John Marshall Said. 

John Marshall! was for a .long series 
of years the most forcible advocate of 
the Federal theory of the interpreta¬ 
tion of the Constitution. In 1799 he 
was offered by John Adams a place on 
the bench of the Supreme Court, but 
declined it. In 1800 the Republicans, aa 
the Democrats at that day wc r e called, 
carried the oountry. and Jefferson was 
elected President by the House in 18JL 
After the election Marshall was nom¬ 
inated and confirmed as Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court. As such, he 
gave decisions strongly supporting the 
Federal theory, and his attitude led 
to much criticism of his appointment 
after the counrtry had declared for the 
other side. Of his eminence as a Jurist, 
however, there has never been any 
question. Strongly impressed as he 
was with the Federal theory of free 
constitutional interpretation, he wrote 
as follows: 

"No political dreamer would ever bo 
witd enough to think of breaking down 
the lines which separate the States and 
of compounding the American people Into 
one common mass." 

What Marshall said no political 
dreamer w ould ever do is now seriously 
proposed by men who stand high in 
professional life and in official position. 
But the people will probably think that 
John Marshall was a good enough Fed¬ 
eralist, and that the project for amend¬ 
ing the Constitution by construction, 
which is another expression for disre¬ 
garding it, cannot be entertained. 


The Trend of Immigration. 

Since 1903 17,791 immigrants have been 
landed at New Orleans. Of these 9,914 
were Italians and 1,533 Englishmen. It 
Is estimated that there are now nearly 
80,000 Italians in Louisiana, the great¬ 
est part of whom are engaged In agri¬ 
culture. The number of immigrants 
introduced into Texas by Importation 
directly from Europe in tjie same period, 
also chiefly from Italy, is somewhat 
larger, 5.000 approximately having ar¬ 
rived during the past year. In no other 
Southern State have there been as 
many foreigners Introduced directly as 
in these two gulf States. In contrast to 
this exhibit the accessions of popula¬ 
tion to the Northern States in 1906 have 
exceeded one million. Of this number 
874.708. or over one-third, are credited to 
New York; 196,631, or one-sixth, to 
Pennsylvania; 86,539, or about one- 
twelfth, t6. Illinois, and 73,862, or one- 
sixteenth, to Massachusetts. The States 
reqeiving the bulk of the remainder are 
New* Jersey, New England and a few 
Western States. A large proportion 
remains in the principal cities in the 
territory named.

Yet Mr. Cleveland went 
squarely back on his avowed convictions 
and in 1883 accepted n nomination to suc¬ 
ceed himself In the presidency." 

But, Theodore Roosevelt Is not Grov¬ 
er Cleveland. No, sir-eel Listen: 

"Theodore Roosevelt la made of sterner 
stuff and finer moral fiber than Mr. Cleve¬ 
land; and, even though he has a less for¬ 
mal and pompous manner of expressing 
himself. Is the soul of fidelity to word and 
conviction. Hence there Is no reason to 
doubt the general purport of the Watter- 
son statement, except as to tho sentence 
which has been criticised, and it may be 
set down as a certainty that Roosevelt will 
not accept a nomination next year, not¬ 
withstanding the precedent of inconsist¬ 
ency established by a predecessor who Is 
regarded in many quarters as more or less 
Illustrious."

Republican Discords. 

(St. Louts Republic.) 

The President apparently has his 
heart set on his party choosing Taft to 
succeed him, but the capable Secretary 
of War seems to be incapable of In¬ 
citing popular enthusiasm for his can¬ 
didacy. Foraker, feeling that an in¬ 
dorsement of Taft will mean an in 
dorse men t of Roosevelt and a setback 
for Foraker, Is doing his utmost to 
prevent the gonial one from rumilng 
way with the Ohio indorsement, while, 
at the same tlmev he shrewdly organ¬ 
izes the negro vote of the South against 
the President. 

Vice President Fairbanks retains his 
attitude of cold aloofness and inac¬ 
tivity, but his campaign manager in 
Texa* is very busy these days, and 
there are rumors that Wall street re¬ 
gards tho tjUl statesman from Indiana 
as Just about the brand of conserva¬ 
tive, “safe and same” material it would 
approve for the Presidency. 

speaker Cannon has friends among 
the men who regard it as their privi¬ 
lege and duty to make Republican 
Presidents, but the Danville czar has no 
Foraker fighting for him—so far as has 
yet appeared. There seems to be no 
organized boom for the autocratic one, 
and it will find itself up against a 
strong labor prejudice if it ever does 
appear. 

There remains to be considered at 
this time only the President—about 
whose intentions and prospects it were 
Idle to speculate until Taft has had 
his lling—and Gov. Hughes, of New 
York. The latter seems to be preoccu¬ 
pied with his present duties, and there 
is the history of his election to the 
governorship to show that he is neither 
a politician nor an offleeseeker. He 
also lacks the magnetic personality 
which gave Roosevelt his opportunities, 
and he has strong enemies among the 
' interests." Still, wo havo the word of 
that astute observer, Henry Watterson, 
of Kentucky, that Gov. Hughes is the 
logiocl Republican candidate, and there 
are enough affirmative voices from hero 
and there to force the conclusion that 
the analytical one at Albany might 
prove to be a winning dark horse. 

All In all, the Republican situation at 
present is about as confused and puz¬ 
zling as it has been just prior to a na¬ 
tional campaign In a score of years. 
President Roosevelt has created a 
schism in his party by his policies and 
hia methods, and. as always foliowrs. the 
two factions—-Rbosowlt and anti- 
Roosevelt—have been divided ugain by 
conflicting political ambitions, economic 
convictions and corporate schomings. 
Everything considered, the Democracy 
may hope to go ahead next year and 
choose its candidate for the White 
House without fear of being annoyed 
by Interference fiom Republican med¬ 
dlers. The g. o. p. has too many trou¬ 
bles of it^own.

He saw the cars running be¬ 
tween Jeffersonville and New Albany, but 
before the bride© service was inaugurated 
he died from an attack of pneumonia that 
waa contracted while trying to get th<* 
line now being built fram Sellendmrg to 
Seymour In shape so that actuui work 
could be begun. 

When the caeca were tried at Browns¬ 
town recently there was n finding in favor 
of the defendant' on the ground that the 
plaintiffs had not rendered any service as 
promoters, and that no contract existed 
between them and Mr. Schneck.

Since then It 
has remained In the possession of mem¬ 
bers of the family, who hnd made n*> ef- 
fort to dis-po*.* of it. When the document 
Wiis hwnied Mitchell, the soldier, would 
have had but iv few miles to travel in 
any part pf the Middle West In order to 
find Government land subject to entry, 
put hte descendants will have more troubi e 
in securing land.

State Commission. 

For the purpose of looking after the 
supply of milk furnished to consumers in 
the State, Miss Leila M. Bottorff. of 
Charh-stown. Ind.. thirteen mile* east of 
Jeffersonville, has been appointed an as¬ 
sistant to H. E. Barnard, chemist of the 
laboratory of th* Indiana Fowl Commis¬ 
sion. Her duties will be confined to the 
chemical division of the State laboratory 
of Hygiene, and she will analyze every 
sample of milk gathered In Indiana. The 
work has become so heavy that samples 
secured from all tho dairymen In Jeffer¬ 
sonville several days ago have not been 
reported upon. Miss Bottorff began her 
duties yesterday. 

Miss Bottorff attended Purdue Univer¬ 
sity and there took a special course that 
fitted her for her present duties. When 
the World’s Fair nt St. Ix>ul* wa* opened 
she was given a rcHponslble position thore, 
which she held until Its close. After that 
she went to New Orleans, where she wa* 
connected with the city health department 
as a chemlsf. Recently she came home 
on a visit and. receiving an offer from 
the Food Commission of her native State, 
she decided at once to accept it. 


Appraisement Inside Appropriation. 

The new location In Warder Park. Jef¬ 
fersonville. which “has been accepted by 
the United States Treasury Department as 
a site for a post-office, was appraised 
yesterday by Dennis O'Hearn, Peter F.

Tho best record for lialf a mile over the 
Churchill Downs course Is 48 seconds flat, 
and thU was made by Cloophus as a two- 
year-old on May 7, 1896. Tho track record 
for six furlongs Is held by Tom Hood, 
which on September 19, 1E88, negotiated 
the distance in 1:13. Zal, however, on 
Monday test, also ran six furlongs In tho 
sapio time, and tho track rocord for three- 
quarters of a mile is now hold Jointly by 
Tom Hood, Zal and Dainty Dame. 

It wai a day of fast tlm© at Churchill 
Downs yesterday from start to finish.

Germany, therefore, 
must now get about 4.000,000 quarters 
more between January 15 and the end 
of July this year than she did during 
the same period last year. This fact 
is regarded here ns mainly Instrument¬ 
al In causing the squeeze, because the 
River Platte shipments are required 
by the United Kingdom. Germany and

Flour Up In Scotland and Bakers 
Raise Price of Bread. 

Liverpool. May 14.—The price® of 
wheat futures here to-day was low*er. 
According to the opinions of dealers, 
the Increase In the prices of wheat is 
due to the shortage of the crops In the 
United States, Southern Russia and 
Roumanta and not to speculative move¬ 
ments. 

The latest reports from Bucharest say 
unless rain falls In a few' days the 
spring crops In the whole of Roumania 
will suffer severely. Owing to the in¬ 
crease In the price of flour, the Scotch 
bakers have raised the price of bread. 

Complain of Heat. 

Paris, May 14.—The wheat situation 
in the United States Is being followed 
attentively in Paris and every part of 
Europe. The upward movements of 
prices, however, does not cause great 
surprise in commercial circles. All parts 
of Europe complain of the excessive 
heat and even In France it Is not cer¬ 
tain whether the crops will turn out 
as w*ell as anticipated.

In the event 
of the prospect® being unfavorable the 
•French merchants w'ould be obliged to 
Import from the United States. The 
market here this afternoon was calmer 
on realizations. 

German Market Disturbed. 

Berlin, May 14.—The German grain 
market Is disturbed over the sharp rise 
in prices In the United States. While it 
is admitted among grain merchants that 
the advance finds a natural explanation 
in the reported crop prospects, chiefly 
American and partly European, still the 
feeling here Is that speculation has been 
overdone In America, hence In Berlin 
the prices to-day not only refused to 
follow’ the advances In the United 
States and Liverpool yesterday, but 
closed lower, July wheat loping seventy- 
five cents per ton. 

Winter Bad In Hungaiy, 

Budapest, May 14.—The report of the 
Ministry of Agriculture says that the 
winter has been bad for grain. Winter 
wheat, rye. barley and com suffered 
from the excessive frosts and insects 
and much of the Innd was utilized on 
account of the unfavorable spring. The 
existing sowings show little develop¬ 
ment.

COTTON. 

New York. May 14—A strong 
and advancing coton market has 
to-day been met by heavy sales on 
the part of those who had the foresight to 
grasp the possibilities of the situation 
when prices were lower and who with the 
fatuity of the ordinary speculator are 
content to realize small profits out of a 
situutlon with the promises of enormous 
possibilities. 

As I said yefderday I believe the ad¬ 
vance in the cotton market has only com¬ 
menced. and before many days twelve 
cents will se«*m as cheap for cotton as 
ten cents did yesterday. We know in 
part, and we prophesy in part; but the 
facts of the present situation enoble us 
to prophesy, with unabated confidence, 
probably the greatest convulsion In the 
value of cotton that has been since 1903 

In the period which has elapsed the 
world has enormously increased In wealth 
and In Us textile requirements. It is gen¬ 
erally recognized that cotton fabrics are 
the cheapest form of cloth that society 
has as yet discovered, and the uses for 
cottpn cloth are continually increasing. 
As a sing!** Instance of this fact. I may 
mention that I am reliably Informed that 
the cotton duck used In connection with 
the manufacture of automobile tires dur¬ 
ing the present year will be the equiv¬ 
alent of over 300,000 bales of cotton. Theie 
Is a movement on foot amongst the plant¬ 
ers of the South to substitute for the Jute 
bagging previously used In haling cotton 
a cotton bagging made of low grade cot¬ 
ton. IT this plan Is realized It will in¬ 
crease the consumption of cotton by fully 
a million boles 

In regard to the next crop I cannot do 
better than quote the following letter this 
morning received from a very conserva¬ 
tive member of the New York Cotton Ex¬ 
change: 

“Have Just returned from over a two- 
months* trip South afid find conditions 
much the same as I did In 1905 at the 
same period. Toward the end of my trip. 
1 visited Alabama and Tennessee, and 
the same conditions obtained there as in 
Georgia. Replanting was going on all 
over whenever the ground was sufficient¬ 
ly dry to permit of Its being done, but 
owing to the succession of rainfalls all 
over farmers were having a hard time 
of It. and this together with the scarcity 
of soed. which Is of iv%or quality, has cre¬ 
ated a condition which !n view of the 
demand for cotton and cotton good**, ifl 
nothing less than alarming. AH mills I 
visited recently are sold up to January 
1, 1908. nnd many Into June In Ander- 
«on. 8. C.. I found the largest mills sold 
Into June, nnd In other places the larger 
mills hud advanced prices to prevent buy¬ 
ers from making purchases further for¬ 
ward, Mills In most places have stocks 
sufficient to rarrv th**m Into Julv. and 
hnv»* contracted through large spot houses 
for the balance of the «:#»nsnn, but there 
Is scarcely a mill that will not have to 
buy during the summer months. In hun- 
dieds of townp In the rarrdlnas. Georgia 
and Alabama one cannot find a bale of 
cotton while In larger mill towns stocks 
are not one-sixth as much as ut the same 
time last vemr. All old cotton a* far 
back as ItFH hns been sold from planta¬ 
tions nnd much of the cotton In ware¬ 
houses everywhere Is two and thre* year* 
old. T made pnrtlenlnr Inquiries regard¬ 
ing mill commitments for goods and th" 
stock of cotton In every,town I visited 
nnd what I am telling you ar® undis¬ 
puted facts

to be a late crop, and nn Insert cron I 
guessed the last cron as 13,003.030 early In 
thr summer :*nd <he previous crop at 
H.nna<Wi r*r«l T don't think this one can 
be over 12,330.300 with average conditions 
frem now on.

COPPER FUMES. 


Supreme Court Grants Ten¬ 
nessee Company Time. 


MANUFACTURE OF THE METAL 
MAY BE CRIPPLED. 


DEVELOPMENT OF LANDS DE¬ 
PENDS ON TEST CASE. 


SULPHUR AS A BY-PRODUCT. 


Knoxville, Tenn„ May 14.—Informa¬ 
tion was received here to-day that the 
United States Supreme Court has de¬ 
clined to make an injunction operative 
against the Tennessee Copper Company 
and the Ducktown Sulphur. Copper and 
Iron Company until they have ample 
time to undertake to correct the alleged 
"smokd nuisance.** This is proposed to 
be accomplished by the substitution of 
new or additional processes. 

The Tennessee Copper Company now* 
has in construction a plant costing one 
and a half million dollars, whereby It 
hopes to roast the copper ore without 
emitting sulphurous fumes. The theory 
of the process is to collect the sulphur 
as a by-product, which. It is said. Is 
worth almost as much as the copper 
itself. 

The Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and 
Iron Company Is planning similar ex¬ 
periments. If these processes are per¬ 
fected It is believed the requirements 
of the courts will be met. Otherwise 
It Is expected the plants may have to 
close dowm. 

In that event. It Is believed here that 
the entire copper Industry of the nation 
would be crippled, thus very seriously 
affecting the world’s copper market, a® 
America produces more than half the 
copper consumed. About 5.000 people 
are employed in the Ducktown copper 
belt, where expenditures aggregating 
almost three million dollars are made 
annually. Twenty thousand people are 
dependent upon these industries for 
maintenance. 

A company has purchased copper ore 
lands in North Georgia nnd North 
Carolina, the development of which de¬ 
pends upon the ultimate result of the 
Ducktown “fumes" cases.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 14.—A 
blanket mortgage for $3,500,000, covering 
all the real estate holdings of the J. 
I. Case Threshing Machine Company in 
the United States, was filed here to-day.

JOHN COFFEY IS DISMISSED. 


The unwritien law of. ’’Hit me, but 
don’t hit my dog,” was disregarded by a 
Jury in Judge O*Doherty's court yesterduy 
afternoon in arriving at a verdict for $2,tKk.i 
as damages in favor of Dallas B. Brown 
and against George Vogt, a contractor. 
The suit had been for $5,000 and w'as oc¬ 
casioned by a difficulty between the m«>n 
which occurred at Third avenue and 
Thompson’s lane, near where both live. 
Brown w\is on Ills way home when a lit¬ 
tle poodle that belonged to his daughter 
run to meet him. 

At that moment three of Vogt’s dogs ap¬ 
peared ami made a rush at toe ama.i ca¬ 
nine. All four animals soon became in¬ 
volved In a mixture of paws, teeth, tails 
and fur. with the poodle as the storm 
center. Brown hastened t<> the relief of 
the poodle and snatching up a piece of 
cinder, threw It among the dogs. The 
one that caught the cinder sot up a howl 
ami all begun to svmttor. 

Vogt then appeared on the scene and, 
the plaintiff enarged, wanted to know 
why Brown was Knowing at hU dogs. 
Brown averred that he attempted to ex¬ 
plain when Vogt advancing upon turn 
cried out angrily: Hit me. but don t 

hit my dog,” nuid then dealt him a ter¬ 
rific blow on the Jaw. Brown was knock¬ 
ed to the street and when he had strug¬ 
gled to his feet, It is alleged that Vogt 
Knocked him down again. 

Brown maintained ihut his eye sight 
was permanently Injured by the blow and 
that he has been compelled to Wear 
glasses ever since:. In his defense Vogt 
chuiged that he did not come on toe 
scene of the dog light with any war¬ 
like intent, but that Brown made a 
tmeatenlng dem unMrntlon toward him 
with a mresle, and that he only struck 
in self-defense. Oaruth, Chatterson and 
BUtx were for the plaintiff. 

To Protect Son’s Inheritance. 

Margaret Regan. In order to make cer¬ 
tain that any creditors her son might 
have may not posaess themselves of his 
Inheritance left a will in which the at¬ 
torneys drafting it made every effort 
to have Us provisions practloady «ir 
tlgfnt. ' The instrument was written April 
II, 1804, and was tendered for probate In 
the County Comt yesterday. It provides 
first that the estate shall lx* held in trust 
for the benefit of her son, John M. Regan, 
and that he shall receive the income. 

However, If any court of last resort 
hidils Unit the Income may be subjected to 
his debts then it shall be paid to his 
wife for her free and separate use. If 
he hits no wife ll shall go exclusively to 
ills children. Should h<* have neither 
wife nor children the estate, both prin¬ 
cipal and Income, is to be held inlact and 
Attributed to hls heirs upon hi* death. 
Il is further proposed that In the event 
of the non proving himself a man of good 
hnWLs and bualncss ability, h*- may re¬ 
ceive such cv>rUons of the estate as ne 
requests. However, If the executor docs 
nat deem this arrangement prudent he 
need not comply with it and cannot be 
compelled to uo so. John M. Heaney Is 
named executor.

The killing, which created something of 
a sensation at the time, occurred in 
front of 420 Tenth street, where Eva 
CLenn, Ooffey's mother, conducted a no¬ 
torious ref^rt According to the evi¬ 
dence, Coffey was standing on the pnve- 
tnetu with Jepse Brackett and Will Barr, 
two companions, about the same ag*, 
when Cnin, who was about twenty- 
two yesirs old and rather larger than tne 
defendant, oume out of the house ad¬ 
joining. He wn? accompanied by two 
Others, the Identity of whom the police 
have neVer been able .to discover. Cam 
is said to have remarked. ‘'There is that 
d-ging now,” and. producing a black¬ 

jack. assaulted the one nearest to aim 
who happened to be Brackett. 

He struck Brackett with his weapon 
and Brackett whipping out another bhu k- 
Juck. returned the compliment. A gen¬ 
eral mixup followed, during which Coffey 
pulled a pistol and shot Cain down. The 
trouble appears to have originated over 
Maggie Sherman, an Inmate of the Glenn 
woman's house. After the shivotlng an 
rffort was made to have her marry Coffey, 
but he declined to do bo.
